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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  March,  estimated  at  58,770,000 
gallons,  almost  equaled  the  record  for  the  month  set  in  196I.  Output  was  2 percent 
more  than  in  March  last  year  and  was  6 percent  larger  than  the  1959-83  average  for 
the  month.  From  February  to  March,  production  gained  19  percent,  compared  with  19 
percent  also  on  the  average  in  the  1959-83  period,  and  15  percent  last  year. 
Temperatures  during  March  averaged  below  normal  in  the  entire  country  except  the 
following  areas:  (1)  the  western  portions  of  Washington,  Oregon,  Nevada,  and  most  of 
the  interior  sections  of  northern  and  central  California;  (2)  the  northern  New 
England  States;  (3)  the  Florida  Peninsula. 

Compared  with  March  1984,  production  was  2 percent  less  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region  and  7 percent  smaller  in  the  Mountain.  Increases  varied  from  1 percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic  States  to  6 percent  in  the  Pacific.  Output  was  up  4 percent  in 
the  East  North  Central  Region  and  5 percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central  and  the 
South  Central.  In  the  three  leading  states,  production  was  unchanged  in  Pennsylva- 
nia, while  it  was  10  percent  less  in  New  York,  but  5 percent  more  in  California. 

All  other  important -producing  states  had  increases  except  New  Jersey,  Wisconsin, 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Colorado,  West  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Florida. 

Compared  with  the  March  1959-83  average,  production  was  unchanged  in  the  Atlan- 
tic Region.  Gains  in  all  other  regions  ranged  from  3 percent  in  both  the  South  Cen- 
tral and  the  Mountain  to  14  percent  in  the  Pacific . Production  was  up  10  percent  in 
the  East  North  Central  States,  12  percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  and  4 percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic.  Output  was  unchanged  in  Pennsylvania,  but  was  14  percent 
more  in  California  and  5 percent  less  in  New  York.  Decreases  were  shown  also  in 
New  Jersey,  Kansas,  North  Carolina,  Florida,  Alabama,  and  Louisiana.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  March  was  estimated  at 
16,205., 000  gallons.  This  vas  up  11  percent  from  March  1964  and  45  percent  from  the 
1959“63  average.  The  quarterly  total  this  year  of  38,790)000  gallons  vas  8 percent 
more  than  in  the  January -March  period  of  1964  and  47  percent  greater  than  the 
average . 

From  February  to  March,  production  increased  38  percent  this  year,  compared 
vith  32  percent  at  this  time  in  1964  and  40  percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding 
5-year  period.  Sharp  seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  vith  March  1964,  output  vas  more  in  all  regions  except  the  West  North 
Central,  vhere  it  vas  less.  The  sharpest  gains  were  in  the  tvo  Atlantic  Regions 
and  in  the  West.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

March  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  vas  set  at  3)045,000  gallons. 
This  vas  down  1 percent  from  March  1964,  but  up  7 percent  from  the  1959*63  average 
for  the  month.  The  January-March  manufacture  of  7,810,000  gallons  this  year  x^as  1 
percent  over  the  same  quarter  of  1964  and  14  percent  above  the  average.  Production 
increased  31  percent  seasonally  from  February  to  March.  This  compares  vith  a 34 
percent  advance  in  1964  and  an  average  gain  of  38  percent.  Seasonal  advances  vere 
sharp  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  vith  March  1964,  changes  by  regions  vere  mixed.  Sharp  decreases  vere 
noted  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  the  West  North  Central.  Moderate  declines 
occurred  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Mountain.  Output  held  steady  in 
the  South  Central  Region.  Increases  occurred  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the 
Pacific  States.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milkfat  in  the  United  States  vas  estimated  at  4,070,000  gallons  in  March. 
This  vas  fractionally  more  than  in  March  1964,  and  7 percent  larger  than  the  1959” 

63  average  for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  vas  about  the 
same  as  in  the  January-March  period  a year  earlier,  but  it  vas  13  percent  greater 
than  the  5 -year  average. 

The  seasonal  increase  from  February  to  March  vas  19  percent  this  year,  compared 
vith  18  percent  at  this  time  in  1964  and  26  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959-63 
period.  Hovever,  on  a daily  average  basis  the  advance  vas  7 percent  this  year  as 
against  10  percent  betveen  February  and  March  in  1964  and  15  percent  in  the  pre- 
ceiing  5-year  period.  Output  increased  seasonally  in  all  producing  states  except 
Alabama,  Oklahoma,  Montana,  and  Arizona. 

Compared  vith  March  1964,  production  vas  more  in  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Arizona, 
Oregon,  and  California.  Output  vas  unchanged  in  Illinois,  South  Carolina,  and 
Lc  ri.siana.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  producing  states.

This  vas 
dovn  1 percent  from  March  1964,  but  up  2 percent  from  the  1959-63  average  for  the 
month.-  The  January-March  total  vas  2 percent  less  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter 
of,  last  year,  but  5 percent  more  than  the  1959-63  average.  On  a monthly  basis,  out- 
put advanced  96  percent  betveen  February  and  March  this  year,  compared  vith  85  per- 
cent a year  .earlier  and  99  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959-63  period.  Sharp 
seasonal  increases  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  vith  March  1964,  production  of  vater  ices  vas  larger  in  the  South 
Central  Region  and  the  West,  but  it  vas  smaller  in  the  other  regions.
